A QUEER ABDUCTION ! 


Yonay JleweiMi lo Kidnapped at 
Cklcavo and Telia Her In- 
toreoanc ><ory. 


CmoAoo, March 26.—A remarkably 
strange case of kidnapping is elided 
by a pretty young Jewess to have oc- 
curred at dusk last evening, on a much 
frequented thoroughfare, she being the 
victim and the abductor an unknown 
man about thirty-eight years old. 
The 
young lady. Miss Hattie Mendelson, 
aged eighteen, is' employed at Hart 
Bros', shirt factory, on Franklin street. 
Her story in substance is as follows: 


About 6:45 p. m., after having done 
some shopping, she was waiting for a 
Twelfth street car, near the corner of 
State and VanBuren streets.

Her purse, uuntaiuing about

The girl's story greatly puzzled her 
parents.

Charles M. Bradshaw has been appoint- 
ed collector of customs at Port Town- 
send, Washing^n territory, a position 
which A. W. Bash and A. H. Wintrode 
weire seeking. 


Mb. Washbitbn, the newly appointed 
minister to Switzerland, will give the 
people of that country a good impres- 
sion as to American physique. 
He is 
six feet two inches in height, has a well 
proportioned body and a fine head and 
shoulders. 
He is slightly bald, with 
gray side-whiskers and features of a re- 
fined Roman cast. 


A iiAWTEB has been looking up legis- 
lative acts that have been declared un- 
constitutional by the supreme court, 
and has found that since 
there have 
been about fifty bills decided by the 
court to be contrary to the constitution. 
The expectation that some of the acts of 
the late legislature will be set aside 
prompted the lawyer's research. 


The discovery has just been announc- 
ed that the act creating boards of sink- 
ing fund commissioners for cities of 10,- 
000 or more inhabitants, where the mu- 
nicipal indebtedness is $100,000, pro- 
vides that the term of ofSce of the com- 
missioners shall be five years, which is 
contrary to section 224 of the constitu- 
tion, reading, "The general assembly 
shall not create any office the term of 
which shall be longer than four years." 


The state treasurer and auditor Satur- 
day afternoon last negotiated the loan 
authorized by the general assembly. 
Winslow, Lanier & Co., of New York, 
who are the regular agents of the state, 
made the best bid, for the German In- 
surance company. 
On the $700,000 a 
premiimi will be paid of $1.62 on the 
$100. On the $370,000, which is for the 
purpose of paying interest, 77 cents on 
$100 premium is allowed. 
The state 
will pay 3 per cent, interest on the 
whole. All the bonds will be of the de- 
nomination of $100,000. 


Aiiii people, high and low, who en- 
tertain false ideas as to the functions of 
the press and its relation to the people 
should kindly note the remark made by 
Mrs. Fuller, wife of the chief justice, 
when she concluded her succinct and 
womanly statement to a reporter, made 
in reply to questions about her daugh- 
ter's elopement. 
Said the lady: " I 
know the relations between the news- 
papers and the public. 
I know you 
have a right to call on us and to inquire 
into these things, and now I have told 
you as well as I can all I know and all I 
feel about it." 


It is surmised, at Indianapolis, that 
the new laws will go into effect about 
June 1. On the last day of the session 
the legislature passed a resolution au- 
thorizing the printing of 42,500 copies 
of the new election law, to be distributed 
by the secretary of state to the different 
counties in the ratio that the copies of 
the new laws are apportioned, which 
gives to Allen and Vanderburg counties 
130 volumes, while Marion, with a pop- 
ulation twice as large as both, is given 
only eighty volumes. 
The legislature 
recognized the superior importance of 
Allen county. 


Judges Howe and Walker, of the su- 
perior court of Marion county, who were 
elected as republicans, hold that the 
public works and police and fire board 
act, applicable to India,napolis, are un- 
constitutional. 
Judge Taylor, demo- 
crat, dissents. 
The unconstitutionality 
of the acts are declared by the majority 
on the ground that they are local and 
special. So fu* as the deeision affects the 
controversy between the governor and 
legislature it gives the republicans little 
comfort, as inferentially the court holds 
the governor has not the right to fill all 
offices created 
the legislature.
